PRESENT: F. Bennett, Schneider, Anderson, Lindgren, Hudgins, 
Keuhl, Simonson, Welcome, Peters, Philpott and Weiler. 

ABSENT: Gondek, Batchelor, Lindsey, Ragsdale and Yoder. 

Minutes for the meeting held in Tucson, January 8, 1958, were 
approved. 

Mr. Lindgren, treasurer, reported a balance of $1,606.02 in the 
treasury as of March 1, 1958. 

The Board approved the payment of $5.00 dues to the Joint Com- 
mittee on Librarianship as a Career. 

The Nomination Committee reported that a slate of officers for next 
year had been selected and the ballots sent out by the Secretary. 
COMMITTEE REPORTS: 

Federal Relations Coordinator — Miss Welcome requested that mem- 
bers write to their representatives concerning the Library Service Act 
appropriation for 1958-59. On March 19, 1958, Miss Welcome wrote 
including statistics to back up the need for increased funds in Arizona. 

Arizona Librarian — Jean Chadwick sent a written report that the 
total cost for the Winter Issue 1958 was $193.21 and the advertising 
return was $203.75. 

Membership Committee — Mrs. Peters reported that 400 brochures 
were sent with an enclosure .to members, prospective members and 
friends of the Library, along with other contacts to increase the mem- 
bership. 

Public Relations Committee — Mr. Schneider suggested that special 
awards be considered to be given at the 1959 convention. 

Motion — Mrs. Keuhl moved that special recognition be given to 
Miss Trevillian and that she be given a life membership in ASLA at 
the 1958 convention. Motion carried. 

Motion — Miss Welcome moved that similar recognition be given 
to other librarians who retire. Motion carried. 

Recruitment Committee — Mrs. Philpott reported that a question- 
naire had been sent out to 81 school libraries and that 30 replies were 
received. These replies indicated that most of these schools would 
favor a Student Library Association sponsored by ASLA. She asked 
that special recognition be given to Pauline Ramero, president of the 
Thatcher High School Library Club, for her extensive assistance in 
developing and completing this project. , 

Public Libraries Committee Miss Simonson announced that Helen 
Luce will lead a discussion on budgeting at the Convention, and that 
the County Library luncheon would be held on Friday noon. 










ALA Councilor —- Miss Hudgins discussed the shaking-down period 
of ALA. She felt that the council was trying for greater cooperation 
and that the open council meetings with visitors in attendance was a 
sign of healthy reorganization. President Bennett reported that Elsa 
Thompson from SNLA will be at the convention. 

Arizona Library Week Committee — President Bennett received re- 
ports from 25 local committees. Activities were diversified such as: 
open house, work with churches, and extensive coverage in radio, 
television, newspaper and magazines. He suggested the third week in 
March be set aside each year for Arizona Library Week. 

Convention Committee -- Mrs. Weiler reported reservations slow 
for the convention. The program is complete. She suggested that the 
dates for next year’s convention be set immediately. 

OLD BUSINESS. Need for revision of millage tax rates was dis- 
cussed. It was the feeling of the Board that the whole Library tax 
structure should be revaluated on a statewide basis and that a com- 
mittee should be set up for that purpose next year. 

NEW BUSINESS. The Scholarship fund was discussed and it was 
suggested that positive action be taken at the convention by the 
Recruitment Committee. 

President Bennett announced that written reports should be in his 
hands not later than April Sth. 

Meeting adjourned at 12:00 noon. 
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Committee Reports 


PUBLIC LIBRARIES COMMITTEE 


The main activities of the Public Library Committee for 1957-58 
have been the Library Workshop held at Tucson, June 4-6, 1957, and 
the continued circulation of the Wadlson Library Bulletin and the 
Library Journal, together with the Booklist which was provided by the 
State Library Extension Service. In addition, reference questions from 
individuals and other libraries throughout the State have been answered 
by the Reference Staffs of the Phoenix and Tucson Public Libraries in 
increasing numbers; and there has been an increase in Interlibrary 
Loans. 

The magazines have been circulated to the following libraries: San 
Manuel, Morenci, McNary, Kingman, Seligman, Cross Canyon Trading 
Post at St. Michaels, Coolidge, Oracle and Holbrook. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Cummings of Oracle had charge of circulating the magazines. 

Since plans for the Workshop were well under way by Convention 
time in 1957, Mrs. Frances Thomas was asked to continue as Acting 
Chairman of the Public Library Committee until after the Workshop, 
and her report, with a few additions, follows: 


At the annual meeting in Prescott, 1956, the ASLA voted to have 
the Public Library Committee conduct a workshop for librarians in 
small public libraries, the time and place to be announced later — the 
University of Arizona being the likely place. 

In a letter sent to all public libraries in September, those interested 
were asked to voice their choices for topics to be discussed. The 
returns came in with Book Selections, Mending, Library Organization, 
and Children’s Work taking the lead. All possible topics were given 
some notice. 

Miss Patricia Paylore of the University Library made the necessary 
contacts to arrange for housing in Pima Hall for June 4-6. Mrs. Lutie 
Higley of the University Library made the other campus arrangements 
including meals at the Student Union. 

With the questionnaire as a guide, Mrs. Elinor Saltus, Mrs. Inez 
Moffitt and Mrs. Mildred Ludecke were asked to participate on panel 
discussions; and Mrs. Laura Blackman was asked to give a book mend- 
ing demonstration. Mrs. Saltus made arrangements for films to be 
shown for the first evening session. 

As 1957 progressed it was realized that Mrs. Catherine Chadwick, 
Extension Librarian for the State Library Extension Division, would 
be on duty and that the Workshop would be a wonderful time for her 
to explain the program and she would also be able to help with the 
discussions. 

The week before the annual State meeting a tentative program and 
reply postals were sent out and an announcement was ready for the 
Convention issue of the ARIZONA LIRARIAN. A small announcement 





had already appeared in the winter issue. 

Several book publishers, supply houses and ALA agreed to have 
small displays and free material available. The Tucson Chamber of 
Commerce printed name tags and supplied plastic tag holders at 31/, 
cents each. The program cover was printed by a local printer. 

Mrs. Thomas did the stencils for the program and Mrs. Cummings 
assembled the material. Newspaper notices went out from Mr. Ben- 
nett’s office through the University Press Bureau. 

An average of 30 people attended all the sessions, with a total of 
50 registering for at least one session. The two luncheons were attended 
by 30 and 31 people. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Cummings was in charge of registration and Miss 
Lydia Simonson was “matron’’ at Pima Hall. Each committee member 
took part in the introductions for the various panels. 


The first morning program consisted of a tour of the Tucson Public 
Library with an opportunity to observe and ask questions, including a 
Story Hour demonstration. The topic for the afternoon was Book 
Selection and it was ably presented by Mrs. Elinor Saltus, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Cummings, and Mrs. Catherine Chadwick. In the evening the 
panel, consisting of Mrs. Chadwick, Mrs. Saltus, Mrs. Mildred Ludecke 
and Mrs. Sue Gondek, led a discussion of individual problems. The 
next day, following the book mending session, Catherine Chadwick 
spoke on Library Organization — followed by Mrs. Inez Moffitt who 
presented lessons in Cataloging and Classification, including the show- 
ing of two film-strips. The last session consisted of a review of the 
Workshop, with Mrs. Ludecke as moderator and Mrs. Chadwick, Mrs. 
Moffitt, and Mrs. Saltus as panel members, and included floor discus- 
sion. It was agreed that a future workshop for this particular group 
could bring greater concentration on a few topics. 

The State Library Extension Service program has aroused a great 
deal of interest in Library Service throughout the State in this past 
year. Mrs. Mildred Ludecke and Mrs. Frank Cummings, members of 
the Public Library Committee, have assisted at two other workshops 
sponsored by the Extension Service — one at Flagstaff and the other at 
Thatcher.

SCHOOL LIBRARIES COMMITTEE 

Activities of the year included the distribution of the School Library 
Survey for Arizona. The information on this survey was gathered from 
questionnaires sent to Arizona schools. Miss Margaret Pasquale com- 
piled the data. At the November meeting (1957) copies of this survey 
were distributed. Copies were also mailed to various libraries and 
educational groups in our state. 

The School Libraries Division held a Brunch meeting during the 
A.E.A. Convention in Tucson. About sixty A.S.L.A. members attended 
this Brunch meeting at Paulo’s. Since the meeting was held on Satur- 
day, the committee felt it was well attended. The Program Chairman 
was Mr. Bill Mitchell. Mrs. Frances Corey Krautter, writer of teen-age 
fiction, was the speaker. She told of her experiences in writing Uncer- 
tain Glory, a 1954 Prize Winner in Dodd, Mead Prize Competition. 
Mrs. Krautter’s personality and her delightful presentation was enthusi- 
astically received. 

After the Brunch meeting, a business meeting was held by members 
present of the School Library Committee and the Consultant present. 
The following agenda was considered: 


1. The organization of a pupil or student library association 
to be sponsored by A.S.L.A. The idea was suggested by 
Mrs. Philpott (Thatcher) to the President and Executive 
Committee and the Recruitment Committee for considera- 
tion.. 

2. Discuss the organization of an Elementary School Library 
Committee and a Secondary School Library Committee 
under A.S.L.A. At present we have one committee, com- 
posed of members from both school groups. Two commit- 
tees might meet the needs of each school group. 


Results of Committee Meeting: 


1. The Committee was in agreement that the organization of 
a pupil or student library association was a splendid idea.

No agreement was reached on item 2. It was suggested, 
however, that the committee be composed of two members 
from the elementary school, two members from the junior 
high group, and two high school librarians. Any action on 
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this suggestion would necessitate constitutional revision, 
since the constitution provides for the number of librarians 
serving on the committee.

RECRUITMENT COMMITTEE 


On October 1, the Recruitment Committee mailed approximately 
9000 pamphlets and brochures to the counseling offices of 78 public 
and parochial high schools in Arizona enclosing letters directed to the 
counselors. 

The materials sent according to the enrollment of the school were:

Librarianship. (A.L.A.) 
200—Careers in Librarianship. (Univ. of Chicago) 

The committee also sent questionnaires and letters regarding an 
organization of student library assistants, on the state level, to 81 
school librarians in the state. 

37% responded. Of the 30 questionnaires returned: 
18 favored the organization (representing 548 student library 
assistants ). 

1 replied “possibly.” 
no opinion given. 
4 directly opposed the plans. (1 replied her group would 

probably favor it next year.) 

14 favored dues (9—50c; 4—-25c; 1—"'yes’’) 
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Members of the A.S.L.A. executive council felt that the results of 
the questionnaire showed enough favorable replies to go ahead with 
organizing an association for student librarians in Arizona. The com- 
mittee wishes to recommend that action be taken by the association, 
permitting it to proceed with the actual formation of the group. 

Committee members also feel that the issuing of a scholarship to 
a worthy student, who has chosen librarianship as a career, is an excel- 
lent method of recruiting future librarians. We further recommend 
that the association transfer a sizable amount (possibly $500.00) 
from its regular checking account to the association’s ‘Scholarship 
Fund.”

PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


The Public Relations Committee devised and distributed a News- 
letter at the Tucson meeting of the Arizona Education Association in 
an effort to keep teachers and administrators aware of library develop- 
ments in our state. 

Our chief concern has been with recognizing and publicizing the 
efforts of Librarians which deserve recognition as outstanding. 

There are two main areas meriting consideration: 

We conclude that librarians who have earned retirement deserve 
life-membership in our Arizona State Library Association and a cer- 
tificate designating same. Our intention is to provide this recognition 
to those granted retirement this year, and then work on the backlog 
of those who have retired and did not receive this recognition. 

The second area involves awards of recognition to practicing Li- 
brarians and Trustees.

FEDERAL RELATIONS COORDINATOR 

Last May we succeeded in obtaining $5,000,000 for the program 
of the Library Services Act. The appropriations bill for 1957 was 
signed by the President on June 29. However, the money was not 
released to the states until August 12. Normally money is available 
thirty days after the appropriations bill has been signed. Some of the 
delay could be attributed to a letter sent by Percival F. Brundage, 
Director of the Bureau of the Budget, to all heads of federal depart- 
ments and agencies asking them to hold their spending for the cur- 
rent year to the 1956-57 level. Since only two and one-half million 
was available under the Library Services Act for that period, this could 
have been very serious. It was pointed out that the money was spent 
during the last half of the year and not over a twelve-month period 
because the program did not get under way until January. Thereupon 
the money was released in two payments: two and one-half million in 
August, 1957, and two and one-half million in January, 1958. 

Forty-five states and three Territories are now operating under the 
Library Services Act. 

At a workshop on the Library Services Act, held at Kansas City, 
Mo., June 24, 1957, Julia Bennett’s forthcoming marriage was men- 
tioned and she was thanked by resolution for her good work in the 
Washington Office. The new head of A.L.A.’s Washington Ofhce is 
Germaine Krettek. 

On January 13, 1958, the President sent his budget message to 
Congress. The amount recommended for the Library Services Act 
program was again only three million dollars. It is apparent that this 
is one of the domestic programs to suffer curtailment because of 
increased defense spending. 

This program, however, is popular with Members of Congress and 
last year we succeeded in raising the amount from three to five mil- 
lion, so we should be able to do it again if we work together. 

On February 27 testimony in support of the full seven and one- 
half million was presented before the House Appropriations Sub- 
committee by Miss Krettek. The House Appropriations Committee was 
expected to report the bill about March 14. 

A letter from Mr. Udall states that he is giving his full support 
for the appropriation of the entire amount of money authorized by 
the Library Services Act. Mr. Rhodes says he will certainly keep my 
recommendation for an increase in the appropriation in mind. 

All members of Congress must be made aware of how little has 
been recommended for the program. I urge you to write your Sena- 
tors and Representatives immediately, telling them that public libraries 
have an important role to play in the education of our citizens and in 
stimulating young people to expand their horizons of knowledge. This 
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is important to the defense effort. Explain that it is necessary to have 
adequate funds to continue the progress so well under way and 
achieve the goals set by the Act. Be sure to tell them also of the 
concrete evidence of progress here in Arizona.

The Proceedings of 
The 29th Annual Convention 


APRIL 11-13, 1958 
TUCSON, ARIZONA 


The 29th Annual Convention, which was held at El Conquistador 
Hotel in Tucson, began Friday morning, April 11, 1958, with the 
registration of members and exhibitors, and ended with a gavel- 
surrendering ceremony on Sunday morning. One hundred seventy- 
seven persons registered, making it the best-attended convention in 
the Association's history. 

A special luncheon preceded the formal opening of the Convention. 
Coming together at the University of Arizona Student Union for this 
affair were 41 individuals interested in the development of county 
library service. Mrs. Alice B. Good, Director of the Department of 
Library and Archives, presided. Mr. Fleming Bennett, ASLA presi- 
dent, brought greetings to the group, and Mrs. Harry Gwynn, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees, Carnegie Public Library, Yuma, spoke 
on the responsibilities of library trustees and their opportunities for 
community service. 

FIRST GENERAL SESSION 

The first general session began at 2:50 p.m., Friday, April 13th, 
with Mr. Fleming Bennett presiding. After a few general remarks, he 
introduced the first speaker, Miss Helen Luce, Library Extension Spe- 
cialist, U.S. Office of Education, Washington, D. C. In her talk, 
entitled ‘The Challenge is Ours,” she outlined the importance of 
cooperation between libraries in developing good public services. 

Mrs. Catherine S. Chadwick, Arizona’s first Extension Librarian, 
spoke next on the subject, “After the Giant Step, What Next for 
Library Extension?’ She reviewed the rapid progress made in extend- 
ing library service to rural areas of Arizona since April 1, 1957, and 
set forth the aims of the extension program for the remainder of the 
five-year period during which federal aid will continue. She stressed 
the necessity of taking all appropriate steps to extend and ensure the 
continuance of good library service throughout Arizona. 


FIRST BUSINESS SESSION 

After an informal dinner, the first business session was called to 
order at 8:00 p.m., Friday evening. The president appointed Mrs. 
Mildred Donham and Mrs. Betty Thomas to serve as a special Resolu- 
tion Committee. 

The proceedings of the 28th Annual Convention having been pub- 
lished in the Spring 1957 issue of ARIZONA LIBRARIAN, the President 
ruled that they were approved without formal reading. 

The Treasurer, William F. Lindgren, read the appended report, 
showing a balance of $1677.12 on hand as of March 31, 1958. 

Mrs. LaVerne Peters, chairman of the Membership Committee, re- 
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ported on the activities which it is hoped will bring membership 
registration to 300 before the year is over. 

Mrs. Sue Gondek, 2nd Vice-President, reported on the ARIZONA 
LIBRARIAN'S year, covering editorial policies developed and type of 
articles included. She also reported that income from advertising and 
subscriptions has fallen only a few dollars short of meeting the expense 
of publication. 

President Bennett reported briefly on (1) Arizona Library Week, 
for which local committees were set up in 43 Arizona communities, 
and which was ASLA’s outstanding project for the year; (2) con- 
tinued support of the new library extension program; (3) the estab- 
lishment of a public relations program; (4) provision for extension 
into following year of new memberships registered after August; (5) 
the executive board’s decision not to alter the present dues structure; 
and (6) the board’s decision to undertake a comprehensive study of 
needed library legislation, with special reference to increased millage 
rate for library service and to organization changes permitting wider 
cooperation and pooling of resources and services within a region. 

Miss Lydia Simonson gave her report as chairman of the Public 
Libraries Committee, citing as its main activity the workshop staged at 
the University of Arizona Library last summer. She reported also on 
the continuing project of circulating copies of Wilson Library Bulletin 
and Library Journal to the smaller public libraries of Arizona, and 
recommended that the P.L. Committee assist the Library Extension 
Service in every way possible to consolidate the gains already made. 

In the absence of Mrs. Willimina Lindsey, chairman of the School 
Libraries Committee, the president read excerpts from her written 
report, drawing particular attention to (1) distribution of the results 
of a school library survey made in 1956; (2) the possible need to 
ensure greater representation of elementary school librarians on the 
S.L. Committee; and (3) the joint exploration, with the Recruitment 
Committee, of a proposal to establish a statewide organization of 
school library assistants. 

The chairman of the Recruitment Committee, Miss Grace Yoder, 
then reported that her committee had mailed approximately 9,000 bro- 
chures and pamphlets to the counseling officers of 78 public and paro- 
chial high schools in Arizona last fall. She reported also on the 
results of her committee’s survey of opinion about establishing a 
statewide association of library student assistants. On the basis of 
these results, Miss Yoder moved that the Recruitment Committee be 
empowered to proceed with plans for establishing such an organiza- 
tion. Motion carried. 

Miss Yoder reviewed the status of the Association's scholarship 
fund, which was authorized at the 1956 convention, and moved that 
$500 be transferred into a special saving account and designated as 
Scholarship Fund. Motion carried unanimously. 

The president read the report of the Nominations Committee, which 
had appeared on mail ballots as follows: For 1st Vice-President and 
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President-Elect—Mrs. Sue Gondek and Miss Jean Hinkle; for 2nd 
Vice-President and Editor of ARIZONA LIBRARIAN—Mfrs. Murvise 
Odom and Mr. Cecil Wellborn; for Secretary—Mrs. Emalee Philpott 
and Mrs. Dorothy Weiler; for SWLA Councilor—Mrs. Elinor Saltus 
and Mr. Donald M. Powell. 


The secretary then announced the results of the election, which was 
conducted by mail ballot: Mrs. Sue Gondek, 1st Vice-President; Mr. 
Cecil Wellborn, 2nd Vice-President; Mrs. Dorothy Weiler, Secretary; 
and Mr. Donald M. Powell, SWLA Councilor. 

Session adjourned at 9:10 p.m.

SECOND GENERAL SESSION 

The second general session was called to order by the President on 
Saturday morning, April 12th, at 9:45 o'clock. 

Mr. Don Hummel, mayor of the city of Tucson, gave members of 
the association a warm message of welcome. Cordial greetings were 
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brought also by Mrs. Elsa Thompson, President of the Southwestern 
Library Association. 

Miss Jennie Welcome, Federal Relations Coordinator, reported on 
the status of the appropriations request for funds to implement pro- 
visions of the Library Services Act in 1958-59. President Eisenhower 
recommended a $3 million appropriation, the House of Representatives 
has approved $5 million, and the Senate has yet to consider the mat- 
ter. Miss Welcome urged that ASLA members write to Senators 
Hayden and Goldwater, urging their support of a $71/, million appro- 
priation, pointing out the splendid progress already made in library 
extension in Arizona, and further pointing out that public libraries 
have an increasingly important role to perform in the education of 
students and citizens. 

Mr. Frank Schneider, ex-officio chairman of the Public Relations 
Committee, reported on (1) the distribution of a newsletter at the 
October meeting of the Arizona Education Association; (2) plans to 
establish a group of awards to be made annually to outstanding li- 
brarians and libraries in Arizona; (3) plans to recognize librarians 
upon retirement by awarding them life memberships in ASLA. Mr. 
Schneider indicated that detailed information about nominations for 
awards would appear in an early issue of ARIZONA LIBRARIAN. 

Miss Michael Soulé, librarian of the Braille Institute in Los Angeles, 
spoke about “Libraries for the Blind,” giving specific information 
about library service that is available to blind persons in Arizona, and 
urging the cooperation of Arizona librarians in more effectively ex- 
tending this service. 

The next speaker was Mrs. Alice Brooks McGuire, librarian at the 
Casis Elementary School in Austin, Texas. In a talk entitled “A Broad 
Margin,” she spoke inspiringly about her experiences as an elementary 
school librarian, and about the many rewards inherent in library work 
with children. 

In the discussion period which followed, many questions were 
asked of Miss Soulé and Mrs. McGuire, and stimulating answers 
given. The session was adjourned at 11:35 o'clock. 


THIRD GENERAL SESSION 


The third general session began at 2:30 o'clock Saturday afternoon, 
with the president reporting briefly upon Arizona’s observance of 
National Library Week. He promised that a fuller report would appear 
in the next issue of ARIZONA LIBRARIAN. 

The first speaker of the afternoon was Mr. Andrew H. Horn, li- 
brarian at Occidental College, whose theme was ‘Yesterday, Today, 
and Tomorrow.” Mr. Horn pointed out that in carrying on present 
operations and planning for the future, librarians need to study past 
Library history from which many valuable lessons can be gleaned. 

In the second address of the afternoon, Frank Glenn, bookseller 
from Kansas City, Mo., made several shocking revelations about the 
great use of books and libraries in Russia. In his “The Essentiality of 
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Books in a World on Fire’ he scored the general apathy which Amer- 
icans exhibit towards book-reading, and asserted that if Western 
culture is to survive it must effectively use the great arsenal of books 
available in libraries. 

BANQUET MEETING 

Before introducing the speaker of the evening, the President intro- 
duced all persons seated at the head table, and then expressed thanks 
to Donald M. Powell and Gertrude Keuhl, general co-chairmen of 
the convention. Mr. Powell called the roll of Tucsonans serving on 
convention committees, expressing his and Mrs. Keuhl’s gratitude for 
the splendid cooperation received by them in carrying out convention 
plans. 

Richard Armour, famous humorist from California, then spoke in 
side-splittingly entertaining fashion on ‘A Satirist at Work.” The 
speaker quoted extensively from his own verse and prose to illustrate, 
always with wit and humor, his points about the techniques of satire. 


FINAL BUSINESS SESSION 

After a ranch breakfast, the final business session was called to order 
on Sunday morning, April 12th, at 9:35 o'clock. The President re- 
viewed actions taken by the Association at its first business session, 
and then spoke briefly about plans for making Arizona Library Week 
an annual affair. He reported that there is a strong probability that 
National Library Week will be repeated, but that no decision has 
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yet been received on this point. 

Members discussed ways in which library trustees and members of 
library boards may be brought into “the Association. It was pointed 
out that in connection with the library extension program, the impor- 
tance of library boards is being stressed, and that members of these 
boards should be brought together in an effective organization, either 
separately or as part of ASLA. 

Mr. Donald Powell moved that a committee be appointed to study 
this situation and make specific recommendations to the Executive 
Board concerning the establishment of a standing committee to rep- 
resent trustees and board members within ASLA. This motion was 
seconded by Elizabeth Cummings and carried unanimously. 


It was suggested that the next issue of ARIZONA LIBRARIAN, in 
which the proceedings of this convention are published, be sent to 
all library trustees and members of library boards in Arizona. It was 
also suggested that at least one article of interest to trustees be pub- 
lished in. this issue. 

Miss Jane Hudgins extended an invitation to the Association to 
hold its 1959 convention in the Phoenix area. It was pointed out by 
several members that if the convention is held in the central area of 
the state, more trustees are likely to be in attendance at the annual 
convention. Miss Marian Glover moved that the invitation to hold 
the next convention in the Phoenix area, with the understanding that 
Wickenburg and Chandler might be considered, be accepted. The 
motion was seconded by Harold Batchelor and carried by an over- 
whelming majority. 
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Mrs. Betty Thomas, speaking for the Resolutions Committee, re- 
ported that telegrams had been sent on Saturday to Senators Hayden 
and Goldwater urging their support of the full $714 million appro- 
priation for library extension in 1958-59. 

The following resolutions were submitted and approved: 

WHEREAS, The Library Services Act was passed by the 84th Con- 
gress and signed by the President for the purpose of aiding the states 
in establishing library services for the people in rural areas; and 

WHEREAS, The Act authorizes an annual appropriation of $7,500,- 
000 for a period of five years to be used as grants to the states on a 
matching basis; and 

WHEREAS, Arizona has, through the sustained efforts of Alice B. 
Good and Catherine Chadwick, introduced library services to many 
rural areas never before reached; and 

WHEREAS, The Arizona State Legislature has appropriated $40,000 
for library extension on a matching basis; and 

WHEREAS, greater services can be given to larger areas if more 
funds are available; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, The Arizona State Library As- 
sociation renew its efforts te secure the full appropriation of $7,500,- 
000 for the remaining years of the five-year period, so that all states 


may receive the full appropriation necessary to encourage the pursuit 
of knowledge through library services. 


WHEREAS, March 16-22 was proclaimed Arizona Library Week 
for the stimulation of interest in Arizona libraries; and 

WHEREAS, The response to Library Week has been so whole- 
hearted on the part of Arizona citizens, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, The Arizona State Library Asso- 
ciation expresses its deep appreciation to the Governor for his issuing 
a proclamation, and to Fleming Bennett, President of the Arizona 
State Library Association and to Miss Jean Stewart, Chairman of the 
Arizona Library Week Committee and to members of her committee, 
for their enthusiastic efforts in making the week a success; and that 
the Secretary be instructed to express our appreciation to all of these 
people in writing; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, The Arizona State Library Asso- 
ciation make Arizona Library Week an annual event. 

WHEREAS, The 1958 convention has been a very interesting, 
inspiring, and worthwhile event, 

BE IT RESOLVED, The Arizona State Library Association expresses 
its sincere appreciation to Donald M. Powell, Gertrude Keuhl, Dorothy 
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Weiler and Mrs. Alice B. Good and all the committees as well as 
the management of El Conquistador Hotel for planning and managing 
this memorable event, and that the Secretary be instructed to express 
our appreciation to all of these persons and groups in writing. 


WHEREAS, The success of a library convention depends so greatly 
on the cooperation of the exhibitors; and 


WHEREAS, The 1958 exhibitors were so faithful during the entire 
convention; 

BE IT RESOLVED, The Arizona State Library Association expresses 
its appreciation to the exhibitors for their important part in the success 
of this convention. 

There being no further business, the president expressed his grati- 
tude to all who had contributed to the Association’s work during the 
past year, and then formally presented the gavel to the incoming 
president, Mr. Frank Schneider. 

Mr. Schneider spoke briefly of plans for the coming year, and 
then declared the convention adjourned at 10:15 a.m. 
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The Future of the Library 
In Arizona 


A TRUSTEE’S POINT OF VIEW 


The prognosis is wonderful . . . nothing but blue skies ahead. All 
of our foreseeable problems are stimulating ones; their solutions all 
call for aggressive, expanding moves . . . nothing can hold us back 
but lack of money. Our foreseeable problems stem from the constantly 
developing interests in our community aroused by adult extension 
classes, increased communications such as radio, television, and maga- 
zines, new industries calling for specialized knowledge, and a spiraling 
standard of living which never fails to bring with it an increased 
intellectual standard. 

And why do these affect a library . : . because to succeed a library 
must be adjusted to the needs of a community and the people should 
naturally look to it for information and for the answers to their ques- 
tions. If it is an adequate library the answers will be there. You may 
say that I am wrong. . . that people don’t look to the library for 
their answers. And if this be true it means that the library has failed 
to sell itself as a seat of learning; or, perhaps it is an indication that 
your library is inadequate . . . it has not responded to the needs of 
the community. 


Which brings up the reason for my being here today . . . to empha- 
size the vital role of the trustee. A board of trustees, working in its 
proper orbit and aware of the creative value of a library, can be like 
a band of angels to a director. The greatest of our responsibilities as 
trustees is that of policy making . . . of finding new directions for 
our library in cooperation with the director, and then doing every- 
thing possible to keep activity moving in those directions. To estab- 
lish far-reaching policy we have to prognosticate . . . and to do this 
effectively we have to be optimistic. In this we are fortunate because 
our cities and towns are growing so rapidly that it is almost too easy 
to be optimistic. The most vexing practical problem of the board is 
seeing that the budget keeps pace with the community's growth. 

I wonder if you would mind if I limit my remarks from now on 
to our Yuma Board, what we are doing, how the Library Services 
Act is affecting us, and what we are planning for the future. I am 
taking this bent because I feel that Yuma is comparable to many 
other small towns in the state and our problems should be reasonably 
similar. 

First, we were most fortunate in the foresight of our Board ten 
years ago. They envisioned a rapid growth for Yuma and successfully 
instigated a one hundred thousand dollar bond issue for a library 
addition. We found a top-notch library director whose aspirations for 
a library matched, or I should say, surpassed our own. Always look 
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for someone who will help you sell the library to the community. And 
while I am on the subject of director . . . it is up to trustees to banish 
the librarian stereotype . . . the mousy, colorless whisperer who prefers 
books to people. We must continue to get more wide-awake ‘“‘let’s 
try something new” type men and women manning our libraries. It 
will help solve recruiting problems. Find . . . lure . . . the finest 
director available and save yourselves hours of time and trouble. 

The trustees’ personal interests and connections can be of great 
service to a library. Let me give you an example. Two years ago one 
of our trustees enrolled in a University Extension beginning art class. 
Three months later . . . no longer . . . she was so enthusiastic about 
the course that she insisted on a class exhibit of the most horrible 
paintings that have ever been seen before or since. But they served a 
wonderful purpose. They exposed our hundreds of book borrowers 
to oil paintings that could have been painted by most anyone who 
had had three months of lessons. In that light they looked pretty good: 
the viewers’ attention was focused on the fact that only three months’ 
experience stood between them and the painters. Here was a tangible 
“come on’’ to all of the “I would be, but I have no talent’’ painters 
in the city of Yuma. From that exhibit grew teacher interest (I’m sure 
they felt that their children could do as well). And we received re- 
quests to exhibit student work from both the elementary and high 
school levels. After that came four very fine exhibits from Immaculate 
Heart College in Los Angeles. Interspersed with these have been coin 
and rock collections, gardening, photography, and astronomy exhibits, 
not to mention the Childrens’ Department displays of doll collections 
and paper mache storybook illustrations. All of these have stemmed 
from patrons’ interests. Due directly to the exhibits the art classes have 
more than doubled in size and the requests for art books have in- 
creased. The final feather in the library cap was the recent exhibit 
compiled from the Gallagher and Americana Collections from the 
University of Arizona Art Museum. Mr. Robert Church, Museum 
director, opened the showing with a Gallery Talk that was enthusi- 
astically received by the public. I might say, at this point, that between 
exhibits the library looks quite drab — although actually it is an ex- 
ceptionally bright and pleasant room. All of this has been to empha- 
size the fact that a board with varied interests can be advantageous 
and stimulating. 

Another of our policies is the stress of reading promotion. The 
librarians are cooperating by providing our local paper with a weekly 
column of book reviews, ‘Sun Country Reader.’’ Occasionally the li- 
brarians give book talks before service clubs and other groups. They 
use these occasions as opportunity to acquaint a number of people 
with the fact that any section of the collection will be cheerfully 
augmented if a good circulation warrants it. And speaking of sections, 
our plans call for bright markers to lure the readers. We have found 
that the plasticovered book jackets help move the recent additions to 
our collection, and also the older titles. All of this may smack slightly 
of the commercial except that we hope to reap readers instead of dol- 
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lars. As someone said . . . “Reading promotion to a library is like 
fertilizer to a farm.” 

As part of reader promotion we went “‘all out’ for National Library 
Week this year. We established a branch on the Main Street for the 
week. We introduced our new record collection on loan from the 
State and publicized the Bookmobile. The High School Art Depart- 
ment ran a Library Week poster contest with seventy-odd entries which 
we placed all over the town. One day during the week was proclaimed 
Addie Kline Day, honoring our Librarian Emeritus who is retiring in 
the spring . . . after 30 wonderful years of service to the library.

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And now for the biggest development in many years . . . the Li- 


brary Services Act. It has already affected us to a point where we 
will feel its influence for some time to come. It fits our area like a 
glove . . . and what's to happen to us . . . to all of us because of it in 
1961 is why we are all here today. We have a tiger by the tail. Let 
me show you. The Yuma Library is the only one in the county. All 
the other towns and wide spots in the road have been without library 
service. Now with the Bookmobile on loan nearly all of them are 
serviced every two weeks. In the three short weeks that we have been 
operating over two thousand new cards have been issued . . . and over 
twenty-seven hundred books have been circulated from it. This num- 
ber would be easily tripled if the size of the Bookmobile didn’t limit 
the number of books to a patron to only one or two books. With all 
of this the A.L.A. bulletin tells us that by population figures we 
should be staffed by TWENTY men* . . . which in turn indicates that 
our budget is much too short in the salary department. 

The hue and cry which is sure to come when the bookmobile leaves 
is already worrying us. This business of a demonstration to prove

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that library service is vital to rural areas is certainly working. We, as 
a Board, are already faced with the problem of acquainting our city 
and county officials with the need of additional funds for increased 
service. Just how we are going to keep our patrons happy we don't 
know. There are avenues open to us . . . legislation along with other 
libraries in the state; establishing a Friends of the Library group; 
perhaps a bookmobile of our own. 

We do know that we are going to concentrate throughout this com- 
ing year on educating our community to the fact that our library can 
be a great source of knowledge if properly equipped and used . . 
that it can be the answer to the public school’s exceptional child who 
wishes to advance at a fast pace. The library is an institution of edu- 
cation that serves all ages every day and all year without summer 
vacations. The day we awaken and discover that our library has be- 
come to our community what a college library is to a college .. . we 
will know then that we as trustees have measured up to the demands 
of our trust.

National Library Week in Arizona 
By FLEMING BENNETT 


Local committees in 43 Arizona communities worked effectively to 
focus the attention of local citizens upon libraries and National 
Library Week both before and during the third week in March. 
Reports received from the chairmen of these committees indicate that 
their efforts met with considerable success. 

At the very outset two generalizations can be made about Ari- 
zona’s observance of the first National Library Week: First, NLW 
made a relatively big splash in the smaller communities of the state, 
but rather a small one in the larger places. Second, in almost every 
town everything was done on the proverbial shoestring. Virtually none 
of the local committees asked for or received funds; they depended 
almost exclusively upon interested citizens to swing the limelight 
onto the libraries and their services. This applies also to the Arizona 
Library Week Committee, on which over twenty citizens served. 
This state committee sought no funds other than the rather limited 
$150 offered by ASLA. A major portion of this was spent on printing 
and mimeographing. 

Various media of communication were used in promoting Library 
Week in Arizona, with greatest emphasis on use of newsprint. News- 
paper editors and reporters were generous with their space, obviously 
recognizing the Week's significance. Virtually every local committee 
reports six or more articles carried in their local newspapers. (This 
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may seem limited coverage until it is realized that many of these 
newspapers appear only once a week.) In Prescott, Chandler, Tempe 
and Scottsdale the local committees were particularly successful in get- 
ting newspaper space. Particularly well organized for this kind of 
promotional activity was Chandler, which had its series of 14 news- 
paper stories under way as early as January 23rd. 

In those communities where radio stations operate, local commit- 
tees report good cooperation in the matter of spot announcements and 
program time. Many of these stations used the special recording sup- 
plied by NLW headquarters; an even greater number used spot an- 
nouncements sent out in mimeographed form by the ALW Committee. 
In several communities, extra radio time was secured for special 
“home-grown” programs. This excerpt from the Prescott committee's 
report is illustrative: 

“Good cooperation from two local radio stations including an inter- 
view with chairman of Prescott Library Week — program by local 
minister devoted to the campaign — program by BPW with panel of 
three men and one woman (teachers and a student) — skit by five 
members of Junior and Senior high schools’ library clubs written by 
school librarian — talk by teacher and pupil, an English boy, com- 
paring libraries here and in England. Spot news from both radio 
stations including a record from headquarters all through week.” 

Of the major media, television was used least for the simple reason 
that only three Arizona communities have TV channels: Phoenix, 
Tucson and Yuma. In ali of these towns the local committees made 
limited use of TV, apparently content to have people make “appear- 
ances” on regularly scheduled programs, for no special TV panels or 
productions have been reported. 

The activity most universally scheduled during Library Week 
was an open-house at the local library. In virtually every report the 
local chairman writes about sizable numbers of people — children and 
adults — coming out for an open-house affair (even — and this is rare 
in Arizona —on a rainy day!). In some cases a formal program had 
been arranged, with either a local or imported speaker, or perhaps a 
movie about book-reading and libraries. In others local authors shared 
the spotlight with exhibits of books and, in at least three towns, of 
paintings. In still others the “guided tour” was the chief activity 
planned for visitors. 


In Yuma the open-house was staged on Addie Kline Day, honoring 
the long-time librarian who retired last summer. The Tombstone com- 
mittee put on a Book Fair, at which local citizens were encouraged 
to buy books both for the local library and for themselves. 


A special remission-of-fines during the Week was featured in eight 
or nine communities. Almost all local committees arranged meetings 
or programs outside the library, or had brief announcements about 

Library Week given at service club and other meetings. 





In one town an Oldest-Book contest was staged, with all entries on 
exhibit in a downtown shop window. In two or three towns special 
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programs were staged at high-school assemblies, and a forum dis- 
cussion in which two prominent state library officials participated held 
the spotlight in Chandler on Saturday of Library Week. Perhaps the 
most unusual activity reported was the election of a Library Queen in 
Safford, as an integral part of a new-borrowers campaign, with busi- 
ness men donating prizes theatre tickets, recordings, a season pass 
to the municipal swimming pool, and books! 

A promotional area largely neglected in all Arizona communities 
except Scottsdale was that of having business firms enclose specially- 
prepared Library Week material in their mass mailings, or having 
them invest in the special postage meter slug. This failure was more 
than counterbalanced, however, by the degree to which local com- 
mittees involved their schools and parent-teacher associations in 
Library Week activities. In almost every report there is an enthusiastic 
paragraph about the participation of ae so and teachers in con- 
nection with the making of posters and bookmarks, preparation of 
bulletin-board displays and book exhibits, and the presentation of 
skits at assembly programs. In one town students interviewed leading 
citizens about their favorite books, and wrote articles for their school 
newspapers. Officers of local PTA groups arranged special activities 
for both parents and students in several communities. 

In Tucson a large bookmobile was parked each day for an hour 
or two at some busy downtown intersection, where shoppers and 
other citizens could browse and register as borrowers. In Yuma a 
special branch was set up for the same purpose in a downtown busi- 
ness location. These were dramatic ways of promoting Library Week, 
and proved quite effective. 

At least half of the local reports include notes about the participa- 
tion of churches in Library Week activities. Ministers spoke from their 
pulpits about the values of book-reading, and urged their parishioners 
to support and use their local libraries. 

Librarians and library-minded citizens worked effectively together 
to make National Library Week successful in Arizona. In a few of 
the 43 communities the library board became the local NLW com- 
mittee, but far more often — and probably to the added benefit of the 
local library — the librarian prevailed upon some alert and enthusias- 
tic person to become the local chairman, who in turn prevailed upon 
five or six others to work with him (more often “her’’) in developing 
plans and carrying them to the point of fruition. These committee 
members represented a great variety of organizations on the local 
scene — the Women’s Club; the Jaycees; Rotary, Lions, Kiwanis or 
some other service club; the P.T.A.; the local Farm Bureau or Home- 
maker group. They included business men and women, school prin- 
cipals and superintendents, public utility executives, newspaper editors, 
college professors, housewives, avd librarians. 

In most towns the committees obviously subscribed to the philosophy 
of planning only as much as they knew they could do well. They 
chose activities which did not involve any significant financial outlay, 











but in some cases asked for and received small donations. Most con- 
tributions were in the form of services performed. 

The pattern of support for National Library Week varied from 
town to town in Arizona. In some places, the main brunt of support 
was borne by the local Women’s Club; in others, teachers in the 
public schools performed this role. In two or three towns only, the 
local Jaycees were in the forefront, but there are good indications 
that their tardily awakened interest in Operation Library will pay 
significant dividends during the second National Library Week in 
Arizona. 

Relatively few local committees in Arizona used the Promotion 
Kit made available by NLW Headquarters. The Arizona Library Week 
Committee purchased and distributed a limited number of posters, 
bookmarks, etc. to local committees and the quality of these materials 
was praised highly, but far greater dependence was placed on home- 
made products — posters made by school children, bookmarks made 
as special school or library projects, etc. 

Most of the local committees report a warm and enthusiastic re- 
sponse to their Library Week activities. A few chairmen who were 
impressed by the genuine interest shown by some local people, were 
at the same time depressed by the continuing apathy and indifference 
of others. This kind of observation probably reflects an unwarranted 
level of expectation on the part of a chairman, because the same 
observation could probably be made with equal validity in those 
other towns in which chairmen reported a gratifying response to 
Library Week. 

It is believed that Library Week very effectively focused public 
attention upon the libraries of Arizona, and that tangible benefits 
have already come into view. One librarian reports that several cash 
donations have been received for the purchase of new books, and 
that many individuals have given needed volumes to the library. 
Almost universal was the report that new borrowers had registered, 
and that circulation figures had increased significantly. It would seem 
that many Arizonans did “wake up and read.” 

Most heartwarming are the reports that many individuals have 
developed an awareness not only of the local library's existence, but 
also of the problems of financing adequate library service. This is 
urgently important in Arizona, because in many communities where 
the whole idea of library service has only recently begun to take root, 
due largely to the statewide network devised by the Library Exten- 
sion Service working with federal funds, the townspeople need to be 
made fully aware of the practical realities which they must face if 
they wish library service to be continued beyond the period provided 
for in the Library Services Act. Between now and 1961 effective deci- 
sions have to be reached concerning sources of support and methods 
whereby resources can be effectively pooled in various regions. Library 
Week has already served to focus attention upon the libraries them- 
selves, and to stimulate the interest of citizens in continuing and 
enriching the services available in their libraries.
